"Be satisfied, be law abiding," Mr. 


Mahler counseled, "Work hard the 
coming year to resist European com- 
petition both In wages and standard 
of living. We do not want the people 
of Europe to drag us down to their 
level but we should try to lift them up 
to ours." 


The speaker •was 
introduced by 


John McAndrews of /Menasha, pres- 
ident of the association. Nearly 100 
persons, a few of whom were women, 
attended the meeting.

"The American legion has no objec-

Perhaps the greatest loss will bo 


suffered by the Wisconsin Telephone 
company. Its service was crippled to 
points outside Appleton 
except to 


Green Bay. Miles of wires and poles 
were grounded or broken off by the 
weight of the heavy coating of ice on 
nrires. that intensified as the rain 
continued throughout, thc~julght and.

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WASHINGTON 


Very few people know historically 


"Washington as he really -was, very few 
know tlic trials and difficulties through 
which he passed, very few understand the 
significance of. his service to the United 
States. To the .average person he is the 
'•Father of his country", the man who 
lead America to independence in the K«vo- 
lutionary war and the flrpt president. That 
is ahout all that is generally knowii of 
him. 
It is true thfrt th«ge are the great 


facts in his life, but to know simply these 
is not to know the real significance of 
Washington. Mr. Lincoln saved the Union, 
freed the slaves and crushed the rebellion, 
but to know no more of Lincoln than this 
would be to know very little of him, in- 
deed. The real Lincoln unfolds as we 
read intimately of his life and character 
and sayings. 
Only when we do this do 


we fully appreciate what Lincoln was and 


t the great service he rendered his country- 


-men and humanity. 


The same is true of Washington. We 


ought to know more about Washington 
the man. the day-by-day Washington, 
the human side of his life. It is because 
we know so little of him that we so often 
misjudge and misquote him. If people 
understood Washington better, for in- 
stance, his warning against entanling al- 
liances could never have b^en distorted as 
it was into justification of American re- 
fusal to accept its responsibilities in the 
making and enforcement of peace and the 
prevention 
of war. Washington, of 


course, never issued or dreamed of any 
such injunction, nordid his admonition in 
the slightest way refer to objects such fls 
arc compas&ecl in the League of Nations 
or in the four-power treaty now before 
the senate. 


Politicians glibly quote Washington to 


support any position they wish to take, 
but perhaps the greatest injustice of all 
to his name and fame has been the at- 
tempt to hold him up as the exponent of 
the policy of isolation to which our reac- 
tionary 
nationals wrould commit the 


country. 


It would be en unworthy conception of 


Washington that did not attribute to him. 
,werc he alive today, an ardent 
clc- 


eirc 
to see 
peoples 
throughout 
the 


world 
liberated 
from 
tyranny 
and 


enriched with the blessings of free gov- 
ernment. With America wholly safe from 
aggression, who can doubt that Washi^g- 
ton with his tenacious faith in free insti- 
tutions would not have been interested in 
making the world safe for democracy and 
would have favored casting the great in- 
fluence and power in this-nation for its 
realization ? We can more assuredly pic- 
ture Washington in the role and ideals of 
Woodrow Wilson than in the part played 
by Henry Cabot Lodge or any other of the 
"battalion of death."'1 


OUR FOREIGN POLICY 


From the day of the first indications 


of President Harding's foreign policy to 
the present, it is a common statement 
Ibat he has followed almost literally in 
•flic footsteps of his predecessor. 
There 


has boen .no departure from the foreign 
policy of the Wilson administration thus 
far. 
In.stead of the ''complete change" 


and "repudiation" of that policy pro- 
mised 
in the campaign of 1920, it has 


boon adhered 1o with almost .religious pro- 
c-ision. Contrary to the wide expectations, 
and even to party assurance, that Ameri- 
ca would promptly adopt the policy of iso- 
lation and non-concern with political, eco- 
nomic and military affairs of the rest of 
the world, we have plunged into them on 
every hand and in tho, fullest measure. 


If final proof of tho. settled foreign 


policy of the administration wore want- 
ed, we now have it in tho carefully con- 
sidered estimate of Sonator LaFolleltc 
that it is identical with thai of President 
Wilsou. 
In his Milwaukee address he 


linked the two presidents together in his 
attack on foreign ivlatious. 
We agree 


with the senator (hut their sins or virtues 
in this respect are common. Mr. Hughes 
has gone just as far and just as fast in the 
extension of the Wilsonian doctrine as cir- 
cumstances and polities would permit, but 
we cannot agree with Mr. LaFollette that 
the president and his admirable secretary 
of state arc wrong in the course they have 
chosen. 


On the contrary, we believe they arc 


wholly right, and that they are perform- 
ing a service not only for America but 
for the whole world in keeping with our 
international responsibilities. 
Before he 


can make the people lose confidence in the 
Harding administration the senator will 
have to bring a more serious charge 
against it than that it has adopted in all 
essentials the Wilson foreign policy. 


THE LEGION AND THE BONUS 
A great many fictitious, a great irfany 


unjust, things have been said about the 
American Legion for its support of bonus 
legislation, 
ft has been said, for in- 


stance, that the Legion was laying itself 
open to the charge of substituting mer- 
cenary for patriotic sentiment, and that it 
could not afford to place itself in the at- 
titude of measuring its services to the 
country in terms of dollars and ceoats. 


In no sense does 1he American Legion 


stand in such a light. It is just as con- 
sistent for it to ask for adjusted com- 
pensation as it was to accept the p«ltry 
sum the government paid the soldiers and 
sailors who served in the World war: We 
do not know of any patriotism in this 
country among the interests which are op- 
posing the bonus or which have sought to 
make light of it that is disposed to work 
or serve without compensation. 
Patrio- 


tism is a noble virtue, and it was glori- 
.ously exemplified in the World war as in 
every other war in which America has 
fought, but it cannot live on air alone 
even when that air is heated. It thrives 
on bread and butter as well as on subtle 
emotions. 


The men who stayed at home and served 


the United States in the war in a material 
way got their rewards and got them 
abundantly. It cost the country billions 
of dollars to buy its supplies, ammunition 
and equipment—billions not merely for 
the things themselves but for profits wil- 
lingly paid. ,Not only this, but when the 
war was over, as Commander MacNider 
of the American Legion points ou£. those 
who furnished the supplies got their ad- 
justments promptly on contracts pending 
and fulfilled. 
The discharge of this act 


of square dealing cost the government, it 
is said three billion dollars. 


Are the men who offered and exposed 


their lives for their country entitled to 
less consideration than the men whose in- 
vestments and profits were concerned? If 
the government could afford to pay the 
one bill it can afford to pay the other, and 
it makes no difference how much it re- 
quires in taxes. 
With thousands of ex- 


service men walking the streets of cities, 
and looking for work, it would be asking 
a good deal of them not to elect the cash 
bonus in any plan of adjusted compensa- 
tion. In the face of such a situation it is 
also asking a little too much of them to 
forego their obvious rights and simple 
justice in order that theoretically those 
who have prospered in the pabt may pros- 
per a little more in the future. Is it the 
ex-service man who shall make sacrifices 
to ameliorate the burdens of the war?

»EUF IMPROVEMENT 


Although it »« no Longer the fashion to eall it 


such, everybody with any ambition in life endeavors 
to devote a reasonable amount of time each day to 
some kind ot self improvement. That is tfie way to 
ook upon exercise. The proper purpose of regular 
daily ejtercjse or physical training is not to develop 
arge muscles nor to acquire enormous muscular 
strength, but to improve health. And by health I 
don't mean ju»t ^freedom from serious disease. 1 
mean euphoria, a normal metabplism, feeling bully, 
full of pep. A great many people hav« eomethlnB 
ike 70 per cent and fancy themselves well; they 
iced some medicine to increase their health up to 
85 or 90 per cent. Exercise is in many cases the 
right medicine. The great drawback about exercise 
5, that it doesn't come in pill form; and a lesser 
drawback about it is that it hasn't been featured 
nough in current literature so most of us stjll neg- 
ect exercise. 
I say 70 per cent is about the average standard 


of health possessed, but not exactly enjpyed, by per- 
sons who consider themselves well. From 70 on 
down to 50, 40 and 30 per cent, health is the field of 
he semi-invalid who is ptill able to be up and about, 
-hough complaining. And from 30 down to zero is 
the field of the frankly ill. There are al! grades of 
health impairment from the ideal 100 per cent class 
down to zero, at which point the solemn gentleman 
with the high hat assumes charge of the case. But 
most people do not realize or admit that they are 
ailing until their standard falls below 70 per cent. 
The popular conception of health is very liberal. 
From 90 per cent or better down to 70 or a little 
ess is the field of slight socalled "functional" ail- 
ments, such as brain fag, autointoxication, torpid 
iver, that tired feeling, lack of amWtJon, constipa, 
tion, poor circulation, restless sleep, slow digestion, 
and so on. 
These are the expressions of a slow metabolism, 


an inadequate combution process in the body. A 
tonic is needed, but it can't be taken from a bottle. 
More oxygen is required, but it can't be absorbed 
from a tank. The only effective and satisfactory 
way to absorb the needed amount of oxygen is, by 
exercise every day. As much exercise every day in 
the year, ram or shine, snow or blow, as is repre- 
sented by two miles of oxygen on the hoof three 
times a day at a reasonably brisk pace. You can 
take more exercise in less time, but you can take 
no better exercise, for health's bake at any time. 
In order to induce a reasonable amount of sweating 
and reasonably harder breathing, one must walk 
at a rather brisk pace; and some sweating and some 
increased breathing should bo considered the sur- 
est indication that the exercise is doing good. For 
most persons any exercise which falls short of this 
s of very doubtful value. 
Everybody, no matter what his station in life, 


can walk more or less every day if his letfs are fune- 
tioTling. If circumstances on some days~shorten the 
walk, then everybody can make up the deficiency 
by taking sufficient exercise in his room or his own 
little gymnasium. Many readers even prefer a set 
of exercises I have advised.

Why Diamonds Are Cut 


London— A diamond cutter 


for the Mail, relates some interest' 
ing facts as to the forms into which 
diamonds are cut to enhance their 
lustre. A diamond is the 
hardest 


substance in nature and cannot even 
be scratched except 
with another 


diamond while some stones can be 
cut only with their own powder. 


Yet the hardest qf all can be cleft 


by a heavy blow delivered In the 
right direction; that is, parallel to 
the faces of the eight sides which its 
crystal shows. 
It is this property 


that permits the very large stones, 
such as the "Cullinan" diamond, to 
be worked. 


In spite of this, a diamond has the 


simplest composition of all precious 
stones, for it is only crystallyzed car- 
bon, and a, near relation to ordinary 
graphite, usually called "blacklead." 


But it has ben formed by enormous 
pressure in the remotest depths of 
the 
earth's 
crust, 
and 
probably 


forced towards the surface by steam. 


The principal forms into which a 


diamond is cut arc: 


Brilliants, with an octagonal face 


surrounded by many smaller facets. 


Rose diamonds, with a flat base, 


above which are two rows of triangu- 
lar facets, the uppermost terminating 
in & point. 


Table diamonds, which 
arc

stones cut with triangular facets, 
What makes the diamond so pre- 


cious is 
the

moval from Philadelphia in 10 years. 
This act for establishing the tem- 
porary and permanent seat of tho 
Government of tho United States was 
approved by President 
•Washington 


July 16, 1790. Maryland 
and 
Vir- 


ginia, had agreed to contribute a hun- 
dred square miles of territory and 
the act gave the President the solo 
power to select any site on the Po- 
tomac River between the mouth of 
Lhe eastern branch and the 
mouth 


of the Conochocheaguc, 
or 
about 7 


miles from Hagerstown, M.I., which 
is over 100 miles, following the wind- 
ings of the river, trom the present 
capital. 
It was in the 
power 
of 


Washington to have 
founded 
the 


National Capital at Harpers 
Ferry, 


50 miles west of Baltimore, instead 
of at the site selected, -10 miles south- 
west of it.

MOVED GOVERNMENT FOR $64,000 


Official records show that it cost 


the Government only $64,000 for re- 
moval of its 
offices 
and 
archives. 


This sum included the expenses of 
the clerks of 
the 
various 
depart- 


ments. 
The size of the Government 


force then indicates clearly that ours 
was indeed an infant republic. The 
new Government began in Washing- 
ton with 126 clerks, and the total 
sum paid in salaries for the year 
1800 
was $125,881. 


Th* population of the city was es- 


timated to be about 3,000, and the 
streets or roads were deep in mud, 
being at times impassable. 
There 


were 109 brick and 253 frame houses 
in the city. 
The Treasury Depart- 


ment was the only executive agency 
which had its own. building.

The White House had been built, 


that is the middle part, the wings 
being added later, and a part of the 
Capitol building had been erected.

AUSTRIA IN HARD FIX 
"From Germany I went to Austria. 


This country in 3,91* had a population 
of 60,000,000 and a national debt of 
$3,000,000,000. Now it has 
6,000,000 


people and EC national debt of $16,000- 
090,000. Front this it is easy to see 
how hopeless the financial condition 
of Austria is. In 1914 $1 was worth 
five Austrian kronen, now it is worth 
8,600 kronen. Austria now consumes 
54,000 tons of wheat annually but she 
only produces 5,000 tons on its own 
soil. 


"In . the Versailles conference one 


of the 14 points, that of national self- 
determination, was applied, to Austria. 
Lloyd-George and Clemenceau wanted 
to divide Austria into "buffer" states 
and Wilson's idea fitted right in with 
this program so that several diptinet 
nations now exist in place of the Au- 
stria of 1914. Of all of these, Czecho- 
slovakia is the richest. Its population 
is SB per cent Czech and the balance 
is Slovak, ^Hungarian 
and German. 


Th|a ia due to the Czech leader who by 
hin pleag at the peace conference did 
a modern gerrymandering stunt, got 
tho richest part of Austria and still 
retained a pipall majority 
of. 
one 


nationality. 


"Tyrol was another Austrian prp- 


vince liberated by the peace confer- 
ence. That is, Italy just took it. Italy 
changed tbe~names»of its towns from 
German to Italian.thcreby making the 
country Italian. Austria proper has 
only 6,000,000 people and its capital 
city, Vienna, has one third the entire 
population. Nothing is left to the Au- 
strians but their national debt and 
their capital, If any one in America 
is socialistically inclined ho should so 
over and see this country. wh=re the 
mass are now in control. With its 
comparatively small population, cne- 
twenty-fourth of its people are on the 
government pay roll. A jnan in Au 
stria who had 100,000 kronen or $20,- 
000 in' 1914 now is worth $63. Social- 
ism believes in cheap railroad fares. 
1 made a, 125-mUe tcjP in Austria and 
my fare was 7 cents.Tet coal costs 
$7 50 a. ton, just the same as we paid 
here in the mills last year. Another 
law provides that everyone is entitled 
to a home and that rents must not 
go up. Rent on a certain "offico suite 
in Vienna in 1914 was $1.200. In 1931 
it was 75 cents. That explains why 
owners of the largest buildings in the 
city maybe found clerking in grocery 
stores, conducting 
street 
cars or 


serving as porters on trains. In Aus- 
tria today it is impossible to own prop- 
erty enough to make a living from its 
income, 


$148 FOR $300.000 


"In 1510 an Austrian concern float- 


ed a loan of 1,000,000 kronen or $200,- 
000. In 1S20 a r«tiresentativo of the 
concern stepped into the hank and 
laid down $148 to pay off the debt. 
This situation puts banks in a. terrible 
predicament. Bankers will not sup- 
port any reliable business venture but 
will only lend their money to success- 
ful speculators who agree to split 50 
-50. The socialist , government 
for 


some time bought flou> and sava it 
to the bakers free. Tho bakers sold 
the bread at 1 cent a loaf to pay them 
for their work. Milk was handled the 
same way. But this did not improve 
matters. Finally the government hired 
the vice-president 
of 
a 
bank to 


straighten out matters and this ho did 


by discounting the free distribution of 
food stuffs.

"The people were unable 
to

anything to eat so about Pec. 1 riots 
began. 
Windows were smashed and

On tho door there 
was an American flag and I was told 
it was the headquarters of the Ameri- 
can relief for Austrian children.'This 
organization is doing 
a 
wonderful 


work. Every child is examined by a 
doctor every week and those under- 
nourished or underweight are fed and 
kept up to American standards. 


"Morals in Austria have gone down 


along with money values 
Home life 


js such that Austria has little to brag 
about. 
All mills arc unionized and 


adhere strictly to the closed 
shop. 


Every mill has a labor council which 
seas to it that the men get a raise in 
pay everv two weeks; see that every 
man smokes on the job and does as 
little work as possible.

people of those countries," Bronner 
writes. "He- attributed a great deal 
of this to the movies.

and suggested an international 
dcrstanding on the film."

dorsed General Booth's idea. 
They 


pointed out that films that might be 
all right in the United States might 
be all wrong in India and that Ger- 
man films might cause damage in 
other parts of Europe. 
"Americans have no idea of the

that is kept up over here in the film 
business," Bronner writes. 
"The Briton sees that the greatest 


number and the greatest films are 
made in the United States. Germany 
probably comes second. It's easy to 
bar German films.. The war is still 
too close. The-public won't stand for 
German films.
